The disease 
does cot seem to respond to tho treat- 
ment adopted, and therefore bailies all 
who attempt to treat the epidemic.

The Wasliiugtoa con'ospondont of tho 


Philadelphia Record says: If you jump 
into'lhe Delaware and nt tlio imminent 
risk of your own life save tho life of tin- 
'other.-the Sccrctoi-y of the Treasury win 
give you a medal. .If your risk was 
"extra h.iznnlous," or your services 
particularly distinguished, you will get 
a gold medal; if jTour risk was of a 
lower degree it will be of silver. When 
the Life-Saving Service was reorganized 
under its present efficient chief, bumner 
J. KLmball, Congress established these 
rewards. They were called tho'first- 
el fuss imd'the second-class medals then, 
and'wore' given only 'for the actunl sav- 
ing of lifo at the actual risk of life. 
People who had saved life at the risk of 
lifo objected, however, to receiving a 
second-class 
medal 
for what . they 


deemed lirs't-class .service. One spirited 
voung lady returned the silver second- 
class medal scut to her. She wanted 
the.best or none, and it ivm- reposes on 
its velvet bed in Mr. I'iaiball's .oilicc 
safe.1 It was found, too, ihat men often 
save life at a risk of property or of limb 
cot tantamount to n risk of. life,, but de- 
serving of somu recognition. It was 
thought, for example, that the master 
of a laden vessel who delayed his voy- 
age to save a wrecked crew at 'great 
personal expense and inconvenieuco de- 
served 
• a; medal equally with the man 


who simply moistened his clothes in tlie 
surf. 
So Congress, to meet those sug- 


gestions, changed tho names of tliu 
medals to "gold medal" and'"silver 
medal," anct made tho provisions of 
award so comprehensive as to take 
in 
all 
life-siivers 
at 
risk. 
The 


terras.of.ft ward are, however, not loose. 
This is evident from the fact that while 
many applications ai'C received (through 
"my Congressman," of course), feu- 
medals are issued in a year; sometimes 
as few as four or live, and never more 
than a score. The applications, which 
must be supported by affidavits, go to a 
committed composed of tho Cliiet of the 
Life-Saving Service, tlie Chief of the 
Navigation Division of the Treasury 
Departmcnl,andthe Chief of the Steam- 
Vessels Inspecting Service. These gen- 
tlemen have to be convinced by evi- 
dence that would satisfy a court of law. 
They cannot be bulldozed by" your mem- 
ber.'" 
Once convinced,"however, they 


recommend you to tlie Suerotary of the 
Treasury, and lie sends you your little 
medal' with a handsome little letter. 
The modals are very handsome in them- 
selves. A new series, somewhat differ- 
ent from the old, is now being prepared 
in the Philadelphia mint. These I hare 
not seen, but tho old ones were well, 
enough. The gold ono had a life-boat 
in the act of rescuing a' drowning mini 
.on the obverse-and nn angel or two on 
the reverse, with the--necessary inscrip- 
tions. • It ia not strange, perhaps, that 
a man or woman should deserve a mciV 
al of this sort several times ill tho 
course of a useful life. 
As a matter of 


fact, these .medals have been earned 
again and again by the same' person. 
They never get more1 "than one modal 
of eacli class, though; -but for each sub- 
sequent achievement deserving of a 
medal they arc given a bar of gold or 
silver, as the case may be, to be placed 
on the ribbon of the decoration as tho 
clasps are on the Kuropcan war medals. 


Tlic "Ubiquiuiiis "Bonnet.
